Mr*. Wilcox Was a Pioneer Too. 


Mrs. Wilcox was also an old resident 


Her maiden name was Eunice Preston 
She was born at Hopewell, Ontario 
county, N. Y., and was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Preston. In 1862 
she came to Janesville, and in 1863 was 
married to Charles Howard Payne. In 
May, 1884, Mr. Payne died, and on Nov. 
30/1885 Mrs. Payne was united in mar- 
riage to .the late Francis Dano. Air. 
Dano was then a widower. She bo- 
longed to toe Baptist church, and was 
reputed to be quite wealthy. 


Mr. and Mrs. Wilcox were married 


about u year ago. 
The ceremony was 


performed at Milton Junction, the cou- 
ple driving to that village from Janes- 
ville. The alliance was a great surprise 
to Janesville people. -The couple then 
took- up their lesidence in the flat in 
which they met death, on East Milwau 
keo street, and had sincejjresided there. 


Eelatives have been notified of the 


tragedy, and it is thought that they 
will come here as soon as possible.

"before he died," said Sheriff Acheson to 
day. "He said 'I want to die,' repeating 
the statement four or five -times. I then 
asked him where his wife was, and he 
replied 'I do not know.'" 


In bed beside the decomposed body of 


his dead wife, Charles T. Wilcox was 
•found gasping for breath at nine o'clock 
last night. . 


Three hours later Mr. Wilcox died. 
There is every evidence that Mrs. 


Wilcox had been poisoned, and had been 
dead'at least ten days. Her husband 
was just alive, having taken poison, and 
turned on the gas. 


During the past ten days, it 
is 


-thought, Mr. Wilcox had lived in the 
room with the decaying corpse, and 
-when the odor made discovery certain,1 
committed suicide. 


The discovery was made by Chiet Ho- 


gan, Officer Applebyand Sheriff Ache- 
son. 


Mr. and Mrs. Wilcox were living in 


the Wilcox flats on East Milwaukee 
street. Mr. Wilcox was about town as 
-usual until Sunday. 
Since then he had 


not been seen. 
Evidently he had left 


the rooms in which the decomposing re 
mains of the partner of his joys and 
sorrows lay, several times, to walk about 
town and attend to his business, return- 
ing to sleep at night. 


Charles F. Brockhaus, the dyer, who 


rents a store of Mr. Wilcox, could not 
find Mr. Wilcox to pay his rent on De- 
cember 1. The fact astonished him, as 


' Mr. Wilcox was always prompt in col- 


lecting his money. 
Mr. Brockhaus 


spoke to Chief Hogan about the matter 
yesterday afternoon, asking him if he 
iad seen Wilcox.

Chief Hoga 
attempted to crawl into the window, bu 
the gas choked him, and he had to gh 
up the task. Tho officers were working 
in darkness, not daring to strike a light 
for fear of causing an explosion. Finally 
they forced a rear door, and by careful 
work, succeeded in getting other win- 
dows open. The rooms were thus par- 
tially freed of gas, and the officers de- 
cided that it would be safe to light a 
match. 
Listening for a moment before 


rubbing the sulphur on the wall, .they 
could hear the heavy breathing of! a 
person struggling for breath. 


Most Horrible Sights. 


The match was then lighted, and as 


•the flames shot from tho gas jot, the 
ruddy rays fell on as grewsome a sight 
as man ever saw. Wilcox lay on the 
bed gaspi»c for breath with blood flow- 
ing from his mouth, and all but dead.

Both Swallowed Poison. 


Mr. Wilcox's death was caused by 


joison and gas, while Mrs. Wilcox had 
undoubtedly died of poison alone. There 
can be but little doubt of this fact, and 
;hat she died in terrible agony is equal- 


certain. The poison used was some 


drug of powerful action, the ' doctors 
said, and a mute proof of awful suffer 
ing was found in the fact that she had 
bitten her tongue in two. The doctors 
could not determine the nature of the 
poison last night, although their re- 
searches today may throw eonift light on 
the matter. 


Mr. Wilcox had taken a dose of some 


active poison before he turned on the 
gas and lay down to die. 
The doctors 


could not determine the nature of his 
dose either, but it was quite evident 
that the fatal drug had been working on 
him for some hours. He had been 
shaved within forty-eight hours, and a 
one-day clock in the room was still run 
ning. Thus

founded that he had taken the poison 
•Sunday afternoon or evening. 


Mrs. Wilcox's parrot was walking 


about the rooms when the police en- 
tered, and keeping up a continual chat- 
ter. The gas did not seem to have 
bothered the bird at all.

What a story would be told if the 


lips of the dead man could open and re- 
late the history of the past > two weeks ! 
What must ha • e been the sensations of 
a man, living, alone, with a corpse !

These questions will never be ans- 


wered. 


Yet there can be no doubt but what 


Mr. Wilcox lived in the flat for some 
days after his wife's death. Was he 
responsible tor her demise? The answer 
must be "evidently", for if he was not, 
why did he not notify people of his wife's 
death? Of what temperament would a 
man be who could go about town and 
attend to his business with such a secret 
locked in his breast?

He continues by as- 
serting that in his judgment "the pres- 
ent condition of the treasury amply 
justifies the immediate enactment of 
the legislation recommended one year 
ago"—that Is. the creation of a gold 
trust fund for the carrying out of the 
above plan as a means of breaking 
"endless chain" operations. 
That he 


does not consider this the only legisla- 
tion necessary, though, is shown by 
his declaration that "there is an ob- 
vious demand" for reform—such 
re- 


form as will place the currency of this 
nation beyond all question—and hence 
the subject, "in all its parts, is com- 
mended to the wise consideration of 
the congress." Advocates of an extra 
session, pointing to the present compo- 
sition of the senate, argue that 
the 


president's use of the 
word "imme- 


diate" augurs well for the success of 
their elforts. 


Strong words are used in urging the 


Fifty-fifth congress not to pass Into 
history without settling the Nicaragua 


tion of the concessions to the Mari- 
time Canal company and Nicaragua's 
conditional grant to the Cragin-Grace 
syndicate are used as arguments in 
behalf of speedy action, and hope is 
plainly expressed for "some definite 
action by the congress at this session." 
The construction of the proposed wa- 
terway is declared to be "now more, 
than ever indispensable," but it is flat- 
ly stated that "our national policy now 
more imperatively than ever calls for 
its control by this government." 


In reference to the territorial acqui- 


sitions of the nation it is stated that 
discussion of the methods of their gov- 
ernment is postponed until the treaty 
of peace shall have been ratified. Until 
congress shall provide otherwise, it is 
continued, military rule will be main- 
tained. Turning to Cuba, it is state-1 
that "as soon as we have pacified the 
island it will be necessary to give aid 
and direction to its people to form a 
government 
for 
themselves. 
This 


should be undertaken at the earliest 
moment consistent with safety and as- 


I sured success." A "just, humane and 
benevolent 
government," 
in which 


"neither revenge nor passion should 
have a place," is demanded, and notice 
is given that "until there is complete 
tranquillity in the island and a stable 
government inaugurated military oc- 
cupation will be continued." 


One of the lessons drawn from the 


war Is the advisability of an Interna- 
tional agreement "to regard all private 
property at sea as exempt from cap- 
ture or destruction by the forces of 
belligerent powers." It is pointed out 
that while the United States has ad- 
vocated this "humane and beneficent 
principle" for many years, its victory 
over Spain gives it a peculiarly ap- 
propriate opportunity to push the ag-

265.14,. and the ground is conside^ 
cheap at that pi ice. 


The attorney-general 
was unable to 


state positively what would be done with 
the property. The purchase had been 
made to protect the state's interests in 
the grounds. Mr. Whelan, however,was 
of the opinion that the legislature would 
provide for the establishment there o 
permanent state fair grounds, and tha 
buildings of n more pretentious charac 
ter 
than 
those heretofore 
in 
us< 


would be erected there in the near fu 
ture. 
The grounds were formerly owned b; 


ex-State Treasurer McFetridge. When 
the state secured judgment against hia 
in the treasury suit cases, he turne 


• over to the state a mortgage which th 


State Agricultural society had execute 
in his favor. This mortgage was date 
Dec. 15, 1891, and was for $110,7.63,63 
By an act of the legislature the mort 
gage was accepted as part payment fo 
the judgment against him. At the sam 
time the McFetridge mortgage was ex- 
ecuted the Agricultural society gave to 
the state a mortgage for $55,383.03 on 
the grounds. 
On April, 21, 1893, it 


executed to the state another mortgage 
for $35,030. The interest on those three 
mortgages held by the state was never 
paid, and on June 30, 1897, foreclosure 
proceedings were begun in the circuit 
court, which later resulted in the ap- 
pointment of two receivers to care for 
the property. Tne sale yesterday in- 
cluded tbe grounds, about 125 acres, 
and all the buildings thereon.
